The size was estimated in the area of two hundred feet at a altitude

This report has not been verified through any sources that 
ve have. It is being published here for your edification in the 
hopes that someone out there can provide us vith details that 
can prove or disprove the story- So far, Linda Hove has told 
us that she heard of similar bizzare stories coming out of another 
Government experimental laboratory in Nevport, Rhode Island. 

To all of us here on the Island, the existence of Plum Island 
is no great mystery. Prior to World War Two it was a Coastal 
Artillary Fort with a small Airfield on it. After the War in 
the'fifties, it was converted to an Dept, of Agriculture Research 
Laboratory for further study into animal disseases.

the government. The stress of the incident and the ominous threat 
from the government of death had driven him to develop a drinking 
problem^ He also stated that the Plum Island area had been the 
subject of repeated O-P.O. sightings and landings which resulted 
in a Warning to all not to talk of this.

PRELIMINARY REPORT; FROM L-I.U.F-O.N. ARCHIVES - 

About 8:00 p.m. on Friday, September 21st,1990; Kevin and 
Raymond McGrath left their home on Smith Street in Patchogue 
to play some softball in Fireman's Field located in Patchogue- 
In the field they met their friends Tommy and Edvard. Tommy is 
eleven years old while Edvard is thirteen. The two McGrath brothers 
are eight and twelve respectively. As per instructions they were , 
told by their parents to be back home no later than 10:00 p.m. 
that night. 

When they got to the field there was a large Little l.oague 
game in progress and they could not use the regular diamond, 
so they vent into the field adjoining the club house which is 
j.ocated acrosp the street. This field which was poorly lit at 
the time served as their playing field. 

It- started to get dark about that time and the softball turned 
jnto horsing .around as most boys at that age are prone to do. About 
9;00 p.m, both Kevin and Raymond observed a series of lights 
gut oyer . the waiter: to the South West. The lights seemed at first to ' 
blinking.; One of the lights appeared to be steady, but pulsating 
growing brighter and dimmer. The third was a dull red light. 

These lights^ caught the attention of the other boys. Tommy and 
Edvard j. The boys remarked at the unusual lights and the fact 
that they were first moving and now just hung in the sky. One

' ■ ^ I:^‘terii situation had changed. The boys looked 

up tc see strhiige objects hovering near the fields' One was a 
diamond shape object while the other was the classic domed saucer 
with a brightly lit window around the middle of the dome. The 
diamond shaped object moved over them while the domed saucer 
accompanied it hanging back d l.lttle. The third object a bright 
red light hung‘ back and followed the other two. They could see 
no shape behind the red light. 

AS'the objects approached them^ all the boys doWplained of 
severe pains in their legs andlostcontrolofthernfalling' 
to thei: ground. They were paralyabed and could not stand up. The 
saucer Was above them. 

As the, boys were on the ground, they noticed‘that a light 
plane was coming near the area. The objects moved off to thn 
East very quickly. Tn a few minutes they 

able to :;baod up with difficulty. W. * » tP A 




Tho boys were frightened by what just happened. They wore in 
the process of leaving the field when they noticed the objects 
zooming in from tho East again. This time the diamond shaped 
object and the domed saucer were together. The diamond object 
hung back while the saucer hovered above them.The boys again 
felt severe pains in their legs and all fell to the round while 
they were bathed in a brillant light. Raymond stated that his 
little brother's arm fell across his chest and he observed the 
second hand on his watch to begin to slow down while the saucer 
was above tbem. The two McGrath boys stated that this happened 
at 9:10 p.m. and it lasted only some ton minutes. 

The objects then moved off to the East while the boys got 
up and started to leave- They noticed that the diamond shaped 
object followed them some distance to their home while the red 
light accompanied it. The domed saucer flew low over them to 
the East and appeared to land in the wooded area known as the 
Forty Acres. 

As soon as the boys got home, they noticed that it was not9;30 
p.m. but closer to 10:00 p.m. They had lost some forty minutes 
of time which they could not remember. Their friends had gone 
home on their separate ways- 

They related their frightening story to their mother and 
father. Their father believed the children since both boys appeared 
to be extremely frightened and appeared to be relating the same 
story in detail. He knows his children to be good sons ucl never 
to lie to him. 

He left his house and walked over to the field.. When he got 
there he noticed two Suffolk County Police cars checking out 
the area. He didn't ask any questions- He returned home. 

Mr. McGrath called the Fifth Precinct to report the incident, 
but was told not to bother since they do not take D.F.O. reports. 

He was referred to the F.A.A. who in turn gave him our telephone 

number and Dick Ruhl's. Upon contacting Dick Ruhl, who is also 

a Field Investigator with L.I.D.F.0.N.. he was interviewed by 

Dick and a report was taken. On the morning of the 22nd, L.I.D.F.O.N- 

Chairman John Ford, was informed of the story. That afternoon 

Field Investigator Frank Columbo was told to contact the Family 

and prepare them for a in depth interview. 

On the evening of the 24th of September, a team of investigator?- 
vas sent to their home on Smith Street to conduct an interview. 

Tape recorded interviews were taken and reports filled out under 
the supervision of the parents since the children were minors- , 

■ The children who were with the McGrath boys were not interviewed' 
or'Contacted since their parents declined to co-operate. I 


Conclusions: The team after interviewing the McGrath children 

reached the following preliminary conclusions; 

1) The;boys experienced a real event- They were still complaining 
of severe pains in their knees and ankles. They had no signs 
of any marks, bruises and punctures on their bodies. 

2-): ;.The» boyd’idtreW;'pictures^ o;f the craft'.’ Raympnd/p pietuflii of' " 

the diMond craft resembles erawis:jc of ciaiiar objects sesn 
here on the Island- Kevin pictured the diamond craft as a oval 
object. ‘ 

3) The boys both stated there iras a time losS suffered and Raymond 
noticed that time was slowing down on Kevin's watch. This usually is 
noticed in clbse' encounter eases and abductions. 

4) Field examinations of the area indicated no radiation, magnetic 
anomalies or dead vegetation in the park. However, there were 
deep indentations in the soil indicating possible tripod marks 
some 32 feet apart*. The size of the disc was estimated to be 

32 feet. 

5) One of the boys recounted a vivid nightmare about bc?ing in 

a* metalic room which was filled with white light and had a metallc 
table in it. 

S ummation: ' It is the opinion of the teaua that the boyj; were 
abducted after being immobilized- Both of the boys stated th6y 
saw entities in the window of the disc with large heads as it 
Jtbvered above them- Ttie older boy. Raymond, if perpetrating a 




hodx could not have had prior knowledge of the existence of other 
drawings in our possession given to us by other witnesses.concerning 
a diamond shaped object. This object has been seen this year i 

and last year on Long Island, while a 1902 report places it earlier 
on the East end in Quogue. 

It is the conclusion of this preliminary report that the 
boys had a genuine D.F.O. encounter. The signs point to an abduction.

GULF BREEZE, FLORIDA: Starting in Novemebr of 1987, Ed Walters 
and his family photographed and video taped a strange U.K.O. 
which had buzzed his home and family well into July of 1988. 

The photographs are probably the most incredible piece of D.F.O. 
evidence in history. Ed Walters and his family are not the only 
witnesses, since hundreds saw the objects also in the small Gulf 
Coast town. There were also independent photos taken by at least 
two other witnesses of that object or similar objects that are 
part of the evidence to this major case. Dr. Bruce Maccabbee 
has certified the photographs as the genuine thing. Recently 
Ed Walt€*rs and his wife wrote a book about the entire episode 
which has been recently published in exchange for a initial sum 
of $400,000.00. The case recently has come under attack by the 

elected officials of the town and a host of official debunkers. 

What has caused this was the discovery of a model of the object 
which was found in the attic of his former home by the current 
owner and two newspaper reporters. They went there after receiving 
a tip that it was there. Also a teenage friend of the Walter's 
son has .surface to state that he helped Ed Walters and his son 
forge the photographs. The Mutual D.F.O. Network which investigated 
the case has reopened its investigation into the entire episode 
as a result. At a press conference this summer MDFON officials 
stated that they stood by the Walters story, but were rechecking 
to dispel any doubts.There is a strong suspicion in the D.F.O. 
Community that either the government or someone is trying to 
discredit the case, since Ed Walter's youthful arrests for car 
theft and forgery have been used to discredit his story. All 
this surfaced after Phil Class and his team of official debunkers 
were in Gulf Breeze this summer .

News Media that the Network is holding its annual D-F.O. Conference 
on Saturday and Sunday, October 27th and 28th 1990, between 
the hours of 11 A.M- and 7 P.M., respectively each day. The 
Conference will be held at the Artist Lake Condominium Community 
Center in Middle Island, which is located North of Exit 66 of
